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and entruſted with the management of 
State-affairs, ſends an account: of his 
condition to the ſeveral Cardinals and 
Embaſſadors : by the Prelates he diſ- 
patches to them, and orders all the con- 
{iderable priſoners to be remoy'd out of 
the ordinary Prilons to the Caftle St, 
Angels, in regard that immediately up- 


on the Pope's death the Senate and 


People of Rome ſet open the priſon-
